Marian Wright Edelman, Nobel Prize-winning econo- 
mist Wassily Leontif, artist Roy Lichtenstein, Urban 
•League President Hugh B. Price and Harvard 
University English professor Helen Vendler. A posthu- 
mous degree will be given to assassinated Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 

“The President has been invited to participate in 
various events for the 175th anniversary ... and to 
speak at Commencement,” Public Affairs Director 
Mike Freedman confirmed. “We haven’t received a 
rejection. 

“All we know is that the invitation has been 
Ireceived.

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Wishing for luck 


A shadow of doubt is beginning to darken GW’s hopes of having 
President Clinton address the Class of ’96 at Commencement. 'Typically, 
the President speaks at one private university’s commencement ceremo- 
ny each year, and typically the announcement of that school is made in 
mid-March. This year, however, 'The White House is dragging its feet, 
leaving GW in a quandary. 

For that reason it’s difficult to blame the University for the speaker 
limbo, but the prospect of another pass-the-baton Commencement 
address is nonetheless frustrating. Because Clinton has neither accepted 
nor declined GW’s invitation to speak, the school is effectively handcuffed. 
The University could not offer an invitation to another speaker, then 
rescind it if the President accepts. 

Thus, students may see a repeat of last year, when five honorary 
degree recipients were given approximately five minutes apiece to give 
separate addresses in place of one keynote speech. Only this year, the 
number of speakers has swelled to a bordering-on-ridiculous eight, and 
each speaker will be given a meager three minutes to address the gradu- 
ates. 

It’s not that the recipients are poor choices, but each will get short 
shrift with such a small amount of time. And after nearly a year of whis- 
pers of Clinton’s address in honor of GW’s 175th anniversary, anything 
less will be a disappointment. 

Now those excited whispers are turning into hushed worries in light of 
The White House’s delay in responding. After all, a Commencement cere- 
mony on The Ellipse likely would present higher-than-normal security 
concerns, and since this is an election year, Clinton may want to use his 
designated commencement addresses to get outside the Beltway and cam- 
paign. 

Clearly, The White House has bigger fish to fry than deciding which 
commencement the president will address. GW, meanwhile, doesn’t - 
many graduates will be less than thrilled by the revolving-door approach 
to Commencement speakers. But considering that the University’s hands 
are tied, it seems all we can do is hope for an acceptance from The White 
House. Keep your fingers crossed. 

A fair shake 

Citizens of Washington, D.C., pay the highest combined federal and 
local taxes in the country. For this, we get massive debt, a devastated 
school system, city services in ruin and a lack of proper representation in 
Congress. But the introduction of the District of Columbia Economic 
Recovery Act offers hopes that its residents will begin to get a fair shake. 

The bill, introduced last week by Del. Eleanor Holmes Norton (D- 
D.C.), is a drastic and potentially revolutionary method of drawing mid- 
dle- and upper-income residents back from the suburbs to the District, 
thereby pumping money directly into the city. And by the same token, 
D.C.’s lower-income residents — including students — will not be aban- 
doned. 

Sound too good to be true? It could be. Even Norton admitted that this 
is no quick-fix plan. Furthermore, the bill includes radical changes in tax- 
ation: no federal taxes for single filers making less than $15,000 a year, 
among other provisions. And yes, the much-ballyhooed “flat tax is includ- 
ed, a 15 percent rate for all D.C. residents. The District would be enter- 
ing uncharted waters — that is, if it passes in the first place. 

But something must be done to stop the bleeding. This farsighted, 
ambitious and economically fair-minded plan could help do that. 
Washington’s status is unique among American cities. The solution must 
be tailored to fit that unique situation. Hopefully members of Congress 
will realize this fact and gi ve this bill the attention it deserves.

On Taiwan 

Although Nicholas Shipley’s let- 
ter to the editor (The GW Hatchet, 
“Friend, not foe,” April 15, p. 5) is 
correct in maintaining that the 
exact nature of China’s relation- 
ship with the United States is still 
not definite, it is possible to make a 
few assumptions on U,S.-Sino rela- 
tions based on past and current 
events, 

Taiwan is a province of China in 
name alone. Since the defeat of the 
Nationalists and their subsequent 
retreat to the island in 1949, 
Taiwan has followed, for all practi- 
cal purposes, an independent 
course of action. Although the gov- 
ernments in Taipei, Beijing and 
Washington all publicly reaffirm 
their support for a “one-China” pol- 
icy, both Taiwan and the United 
States clearly prefer the status 
quo. It is ironic that Beijing looks 
to peaceful reunification, yet has 
never ruled out the use of force. 

Mr. Shipley is correct in saying 
that because of technology there 
can be no surprise Chinese assault 
on Taiwan. What he fails to 
address is the damage that the 
Chinese could do by, in effect, 
blockading Taiwan through missile 
tests and military exercises. 
Although Taiwan is well prepared 
for a direct invasion, it could not 
deal with a blockade. The United 
States would find itself backed into 



a corner if China adopted such a 
course of action. We would either 
have to intervene militarily, or 
watch Taiwan be economically 
strangled. 

Mr. Shipley also stipulates that 
the Western democracies can some- 
how influence the “new, rising 
leaders of China.” This notion is a 
fantasy. Deng Xiaoping is on his 
death bed. China is currently 
undergoing a power struggle 
among possible successors. The 
way for them to gain political sup- 
port is not by adopting conciliatory 
tones. It is by following an 
assertive policy. Any Chinese offi- 
cial who harbors ambitions for 
higher political office will not 
endorse Western ideals and values. 
Instead, he will appeal to Chinese 
nationalism and pride. 

The Chinese still remember the 
humiliations suffered at the hands 
of the West during the turn-of-the- 
century grab for lands and spheres 
of influence. It is rather foolish to 
believe that the Chinese leadership 
would suddenly turn around and 
adopt the values of the nations 
that caused it such suffering. 

Also, contrary to Mr. Shipley’s 
belief, the Soviets couldn’t have 
cared less about the well-being of 
the Chinese. They were interested 
in strengthening their own inter- 
ests, not social justice for the 
Chinese. They railed against impe- 
rialism and the West in order to

appeal to the local populace. 
Although the Soviets supported 
Mao and the Chinese communists 
in their “fight to retake their coun- 
try,” it is interesting to note that by 
the late 1950s, there was a major 
schism between the two. 

China is a country that has long 
desired to be a major world power. 
Having attained that goal, it now 
seeks to be the preeminent power 
in the Pacific. Its attempts at influ- 
encing the recent Taiwanese elec- 
tions and its bullying of its neigh- 
bors over territorial claims rein- 
force this notion. 

Because of the United States’ 
position as the dominant Pacific 
power and the Chinese desire to 
greatly improve its own geopoliti- 
cal status, it is inevitable that con- 
flict will arise in the future. What 
will be necessary to deal with 
China in the future are not idealist 
attempts to alter Chinese ideolo- 
gies. Instead, establishing an 
Asian-Pacific version of NATO, 
with the United States at the helm, 
will be more beneficial. 

Asia will be where most of the 
future threats to U.S. interests will 
arise. The United States faces a 
daunting task in navigating a 
course between preventing China 
from becoming a re^onal hegemo- 
ny and calming Asian fears of a 
renewal of American imperialism.

Of course, she said she could not 
tell me where to wait because it 
would be unsafe for me to stand at 
a random building while waiting 
for the escort van to pick me up 


and she could not be responsible.' 
From this I gathered that instead 
of waiting for a van, a girl can walk 
home by herself, thereby relieving 
the University of responsibility for 
whatever happens to this girl on 
her way home. Great system, huh? 

After sharing my feelings with 
the supervisor, my friends, who 
were also shocked, kindly offered 
to walk me home. After being on 
the phone for about 30 minutes, I 
got off the phone with the campus 
escort at 1:45 a.m. So that’s the end 
of the story, right? Wrong! 

Just as I was getting ready for 
bed, the phone rang. It was my 
friend who was kind enough to 
walk me home. He proceeded to tell 
me that he saw a campus escort 
van at 2:05 a.m. that was driving 
on H Street and turned right onto 
25th Street. 

Get it straight, GW, and make 
the campus escort service consis- 
tent. If you are going to have an 
escort service to ensure the safety 
of our students, then do it. Does 
the escort van follow a specific 
route of campus, or is there a rule 
limiting pick-ups to three blocks 


off-campus? Why are there differ- 
ent pick-up and drop-off points? If 
you are going to change the policy, 
if one even exists, then inform the 
students. Get a phone number of 
where the student is in case there 
is an unexpected delay. 

It is understandable that cam- 
pus escort doesn’t want to be 
responsible for students when they 
wait outside of the buildings. So 
tell us how long it will take. 
Campus escort must improve its 
customer service. It bought more 
vans to supposedly decrease stu- 
dents’ waits, but it needs to hire 
more dispatchers so students don’t 
have to be put on hold a million 
times and for several minutes. 

I urge GW to do something 
about these problems. This service 
is used by a lot of students, and it 
is an important one because it 
ensures student safety. But what is 
the point of having a GW escort 
service if it doesn’t serve the stu- 
dents?

Wednesday night a political forum 
and keynote address was held in 
Colonial Commons. About 30 people 
attended the forum. Three members 
of the Clinton Administration spoke 
to the group about such topics as 
same-sex marriage, discrimination 
in the workplace, custody of adopted 
children and HIV education. 

Two members of The White 
House Political Affairs office and a 
member of the National AIDS Policy 
office spoke about the legislation the 
Clinton Administration had 
attained for gays and lesbians and 
the problems that still had to be 
taken care of. 

One of the main successes of the 
Clinton White House was breaking 
down the barrier of homophobia in 
government, said Eric Fanning, 
associate director of Political Affairs. 

“There are 100 openly gay men 
in the Clinton Administration,” 
Fanning said. 

Mattson said the GW student 
body has a “non-committal” attitude 
toward the presence of gays, les- 
bians and bisexuals on campus. 
“The opinions by LGBA members 
regarding the attitudes of GW stu- 
dents range from OK to down-right 
homophobic. Most students are just 
not conscious of us on campus,” 
Mattson said. ‘The University is 
moving in the right direction and we 
are pleased with that fact.” 


GWs gay, lesbian and bisexual 
communities joined together to cele- 
brate Gay Awareness Week last 
week, and throughout the Foggy 
Bottom neighborhood, members of 
GW’s Lesbian Gay Bisexual Alliance 
and other students took part in 
numerous activities that spread the 
beliefs and goals of the LGBA. 

The Student Association and the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force helped fund the weeks’ events. 
The LGBA planned Gay Awareness 
Week while also commemorating its 
20th anniversary as a recognized 
student group at GW. 

The week-long celebration 
kicked off with a lunch forum hosted 
by LeNorman Strong, executive 
director of the Office of Campus Life. 
The forum was an informal discus- 
sion of problems, concerns and opin- 
ions about the health and well-being 
of the GW gay, lesbian and bisexual 
communities.

District,” Norton said. 

The bill will increase personal 
exemptions for taxpayers. Single 
filers making less than $15,000 a 
year, heads of households making 
less than $25,000 and married 
joint filers making less than 
$30,000 will pay no federal income 

The bill will also apply a “flat” 
tax rate of 15 percent to District 
residents. Residents making 
$15,000 to $30,000 would see a 79 
percent reduction in their taxes, 
while upper-income residents mak- 
ing $200,000 or more would see a 
34 percent decrease. 

The bill retains deductions for 
mortgages and charitable dona- 
tions. It also provides an exemp- 
tion for capital gains and invest- 
ment income, as long as they are 
derived from investments made in 
the District by residents of the city. 

Norton cautioned that the tax 
relief is not a quick fix for the 
District. “The effects . . . will not be 
immediately felt, although the tax 
break would become effective 
immediately,” she said. “The 
inevitable lag time makes it impor- 
tant to consider the bill now ... 
with no viable revenue stream in 
sight, the District must seek a 
practical and reliable way to 
achieve one now.”

Del. Eleanor Holmes Norton (D- 
D.C.) introduced a bill April 15 that 
would slash District residents’ fed- 
eral taxes by an average of almost 
45 percent. 

The District of Columbia 
Economic Recovery Act is designed 
to stop a disturbing trend that has 
been seen in the District over the 
last 15 years - middle-class resi- 
dents fleeing in droves for the 
Maryland and Virginia suburbs. 

“The theory underlying the 
DCERA is that the best and most 
natural way to support the econo- 
my is the old-fashioned way - 
keeping and attracting middle- 
income residents,” Norton said at a 
Capitol Hill press conference intro- 
ducing the legislation. 

The idea is that rather than 
tunneling more money directly into 
the cash-strapped District govern- 
ment, the tax cuts will coax people 
back into the city, giving the gov- 
ernment the benefit of the taxes 
they would then pay to the District 
itself. 

“Without a middle income tax 
base, there is not sufficient rev- 
enue to support the increasing 
number of the region’s poor and 
unemployed who live in the

Mrs. Winterbourne's 
cheese makes it fun

Intends to be the widow of a dead man.” 

I % Or how about, “Sandra Bullock stars in this hilarious come- 
dy about a woman who pretends to be the fiance of a comatose man.” Very 
similar, very funny, and very much a lawsuit. In fact, the makers of Mrs. 
Winterbourne (TriStar Pictures) sued the makers of While You Were 
Sleeping, because Winterbourne was in production before Sleeping was a 
concept. 

The stories may be similar, but if you actually see the movie you’ll see 
the difference. While both are entertaining, there is something about Mrs, 
Winterbourne that’ll make you leave the theater laughing and crying. 

Mrs. Winterbourne is the story of Cormie Doyle, played by Lake (“The 
Ricki Lake Show”), a woman who is pregnant, homeless and on her way to 
a shelter. Because of the chaos of New York’s Grand Central Station how- 
ever, she ends up on a train to Boston with no ticket instead of on the sub- 
way to the shelter. 

Enter Brendan Fraser {With Honors) as the eccentric, rich Hugh 
Winterbourne, who pays for her ticket. But just when Connie is getting to 
know Hugh and his wife Patricia (Susan Haskell from “One Life Tb Live”), 
the train tragically derails. 

Connie wakes up in a hospital bed with her baby bom and everyone 
thinking she is Mrs. Patricia Winterbourne. 

She goes to the Winterbourne home, to live with the grieving mother 
Grace, played wonderfully by Shirley MacLaine {Terms Of Endearment), 
and the suspicious twin brother Bill (Fraser again). Oh, but how they learn 
to love the crude. New Yawk Connie . . . er, Patricia. 

The story is a lot of fun. The screenplay is well-written, the acting well- 
performed and the Winterbourne’s lives well-endowed with clothes, parties 
and merriment. While Lake is not going to win an Oscar, the expressions 
on her face as she attempts to act are funny enough. 

Fraser can pull off a comedy without looking hke a caveman, as he did 
in Encino Man.

The film is predictable, but it’s meant to be. It’s laughs and cheese fla- 
vored com, a great combination when done correctly.

But the Ladies are influenced by 
anything and everything, as they revealed by their cov- 
ers of Too $hort and fellow Canadian Alanis Morrisette. 

The Barenaked Ladies are champion improv artists. 
Robertson performed a beatbox rap session with 
Hammer-style dancing. He also rapped a song about 
buying a caffeinated Starbucks’ mocha ffappuccino. 

The Barenaked Ladies are one of the best live shows 
for any age group. Combining musical talent and per- 
formance art, the group’s stage philosophy is to give the 
audience more than just the album. They love to enter- 
tain. 

The Bogmen opened the show with a completely dif- 
ferent sound than the Barenaked Ladies.

The southern Ontario band has enjoyed pop fame 
since its song “Yoke Ono” was included in a music 
search at a Toronto radio station in 1990.

“CFNY really helped us out,” singer and guitarist

‘Yoko Ono” was No. 1 at the station for eight weeks, 
and a year later the group released its first full-length 
album Gordon (Sire). It went platinum in just over a 
week and won the band Group of the Year at the Juno 
Awards, Canada’s version of the Grammy’s. According 
to the Ladies, the next album Maybe You Should Drive 
(Sire)had a more serious approach. 

The newest album Born on a Pirate Ship (Sire) is 
not only a full-length CD, it’s also an interactive CD

T here are few punk bands that 
manage to stay together for a 
long time. Most break up and 
then reform for reunion tours, 
including The Stooges, The Sex 
Pistols and the Ramones, to name 
a few. Skeptics probably say that 
these reunions have more to do 
with intent to earn money rather 
than expression of artistic values. 

Bad Religion is a Southern 
California punk band that man- 
aged to reform in the mid-1980s 
after a short breakup. They’ve 
been churning out record after 
record of consistently rough tunes 
ever since. The band’s cerebral lead 
singer, Greg Graffin, is the driving 
force of Bad Religion, while the 
recent addition of punk veteran 
Brian Baker (formerly of Minor 
Threat) on lead guitar has added a 
whole new dimension to the group. 

Bad Religion came out to the 
Capitol Ballroom Tuesday evening 
in support of its great new album. 
The Gray Race (Atlantic). From the 
opening chords of the title track to 
the final song, “Cease,” Bad 
Religion ripped through more than 
30 songs in a 90-minute set. 

Ordinarily the sound at the 
Capitol Ballroom isn’t up to par 
with other area venues, but Bad 
Religion brought in its own mon- 
ster PA system and the sound was

entertain, move and cheer the crowd. 

“Pepito’s Stoiy,” adapted from the book by Eugene Fern, could easily be 
classified as a musical. 'The actors did not speak, but instead danced and 
mimed. Acting and dancing together is not an easy thmg to do, yet the 
young but incredibly gifted actors in the show did a terrific job. 

Part of the praise for the performers can undoubtedly go to Debbie Allen 
{Fame), who adapted, choreographed and directed the performance. 

The narrator (Hinton Battle) told the story, making the audience feel as 
if it was a part of the play. Battle also did a wonderful job singing. This bril- 
liant actor is the only living Broadway performer to have received three 
Tbny awards. 

“Pepito’s Story” is a charming tale about a boy who is passionate about 
dancing. However, being different from all other children, Pepito (Ricky 
Felix) is constantly ridiculed and scorned. None of the other children want 
to dance with him. Only one person imderstands him, the mayor’s daugh- 
ter Estrellita (Monique Cash). 

Estrellita’s stringent and stiff father (Edward Smith) does not let his 
daughter play with all the other children, saying they’re not good enough 
for her. As a result, Estrellita plunges into depression and gets severely ill.

Madrid, Spain

Although this aspect of 
Spanish culture remains a part of 
Spanish life, Madrid overflows 
with a mix of history, culture and 
every modern convenience. 

Some Spaniards speak English, 
but most prefer to speak their own 
language and appreciate it when 
foreigners attempt to speak it with 
them. A Spanish phrase book will 
save you many hassles, except for 
in Cataluna, where Barcelona is.

area now has twice the beds it 


needs, leaving ample room for com 


petition. GW Hospital now uses 
only half the amount of beds it is 
licensed by the District to fill. 
Ghezzi outlined these reasons 
the basis for the changes taking 
place in the hospital in the next 
five to seven years. Efforts will be 


made to increase the out-patient 
care from 21 percent to 50 percent 
of the surgeries and to decrease a 
patient’s length of stay in the hos- 
pital. 

In regards to treatment, major 
changes will be made in helping 
the patient adjust to a shorter hos- 
pital stay. Education about the 
surgery prior to entering the hospi-

tal, education about the pain 
accompanying the surgery and the 
examination of the patient’s home 
by a social worker to ensure it is 
suitable to their needs following 
the operation are all steps in the 
plan to have the patient return 
home as soon after surgery as pos- 
sible. 

Structural changes to the hospi- 
tal will also be made. To move : 
patients within the hospital more 
easily, additional elevators will be 
installed and those already in 
place will be improved. Unused bed 
space will be converted into a larg- 
er emergency room, expanded 
operating rooms and a bigger 
intensive care unit. 

In order to increase patient sat- 
isfaction, many two-patient rooms 
will be converted to private rooms. 
Improvements in the lighting, 
heating and electrical systems are 
also being planned. 

As a result of its construction in 
the wake of World War II, the hos- 
pital was made entirely out of con- 
crete because of a steel shortage. 
This will make renovations more 
difficult and work will take place 
within the current building con- 
fines with no attempt to expand 
beyond them. 

Financial strain on the hospital 
due to its renovations, which will 
cost $100-150 million over the next 
five to seven years, and the D.C. 
government’s inability to pay $5 
million in past-due Medicaid bills, 
has caused the GW Board of 
Trustees to consider selling the 
hospital in order to raise capital. 
They will do this by finding either 
a buyer or a joint partner for the 
facility. 

Ghezzi pointed out that the 
Board has three priorities in look- 
ing for a partner — that the medical 
school be preserved and enhanced, 
that there be a full-time faculty at 
the medical school as well as vol- 
untary faculty and that the hospi- 
tal continue to provide care to its 
patients in this community. 

“I have been happy with treat- 
ment I have received in the past (at 
GW Hospital), and hope that noth- 
ing changes the standard of care 
there,” one area resident said.

Collins is a physician-geneticist 
and director of the National Center 
for Human Genome Research. He 
was a collaborator on the research 
team that identified the genes for 


cystic fibrosis in 1989, neurofibro- 
matosis in 1990 and Huntington’s 
disease in 1993. 

In addition to exploring the 
molecular genetics of breast can- 
cer, prostrate cancer, adult-onset 
diabetes and other disorders, 
Collins has embarked on a 15-year 
project aimed at mapping and 
sequencing all the human DNA by 


the year 2005. 

Edelman is founder and presi- 
dent of the Children’s Defense 
Fund. She has also directed the 
Center for Law and Education at 
Harvard University. 

Leontif is a University 
Professor at New York University 
and senior scholar at the Institute 
for Economic Analysis, which he 


founded in 1978 and directed until 
1985. He won the 1973 Nobel Prize 
in Economic Science for the devel- 
opment of the input-output method 
and for its application to important 
economic problems.
